Washington, June 7 (AP)—The 


White House announced today that 
President Roosevelt would order the 
taking over by the government of 
the strike-bound North American 
Aviation plant at Inglewood, Cali- 
fornia, if the strikers have not 
agreed among themselves to return 
to work Monday. 


Stephen T. Early, White House 


secretary, told reporters the neces- 
sary papers were ready for signa- 
ture for the Army to take over the 
plant and operate it and that the 
cabinet had unanimously approved 
such a step late yesterday. 


The President will leave today on 


a week-end cruise, returning tonior- | 
row evening or Monday morning. 


Early said unless the workers de- 


cide by then to return to work the 
President will sign the order.

Early said the President also had 


requested Harvey W. Brown, head of 
the International Machinists Un- 
ion, to come to Washington and con- 
fer with him regarding the ma- 
chinists' strike in the San Francisco 
shipyards, which also has been hold- 
ing up major defense work.

lumber workers, Early said there 
was no real shortage of lumber now 
and if the strike holds up produc- 
tion in the northwest other produc- 
ing areas would take care of the 
shortage.

One 
entry, dated July 8, 1775, states that 
on that date there passed through 
Bethlehem a group of riflemen go- 
ing to join Washington at Cam- 
bridge. 
They had been recruited 


at Samuel Gettys' tavern in what 
was.-later-Adams county. At that 
time this part of the country was 
largely virgin forest" with a few 
small clearings along the streams. 
These riflemen wore long homespun 
linen hunting shirts, leggings and 
coonskin caps and carried the fam- 
ous long rifle. The militia captain 
chalked a red nose on the side of a 
barn and said that all who could 
hit it could go, expecting only a few 
to succeed, but all qualified. They 
were the first soldiers to reach 
Washington from west of the Hud- 
son and south of Long Island. To 
the Pennsylvania Germans goes the 
credit of the first rifles in the col- 
onies. The 
original 
ones 
were 


brought from the Palatinate and 
copied in local blacksmith shops. 
After they reached Cambridge a 
snooting match was held. When 
Washington learned that there were 
in camp British spies from Boston 
he ordered that they be allowed to 
come and go freely. They wrote to 
England that the greatest widow and 
orphan maktrs were at Cambridge. 
They were ordered to capture one 
with his rifle and send him to Eng- 
land. 
Walter Grouse, whose de- 


scendants live near Littlestown, was 
seized. It is thought that his marks- 
msfnship was one reason why Ger- 
man mercenary troops were hired. 
The records of this Adams county 
group of riflemen have been lost, but 
those of the Shippensburg group 
recently were found.
